A very valuable work, unmentioned by Asher in his ex- 
cellent Bibliography of the Atlases and Maps relating to the 
New Netherlands, although its North American charts are 
different from all the Atlases and Charts examined by 
Asher. It is unquestionably the best Atlas representing the 
coasts of the now United States yet published to that time, 
and proves that the Brothers Van Loon were accurate and 
painstaking geographers. Some of the maps are naturally 
reproductions from the great Atlases of Blaeu, Laet, and 
Jansson, and the name of the latter appears occasionally, 
but the differences which make the book important are to 
be found in the delineations of regions which were daily 
becoming better known,’ such as the European colonies in 
North America. This Atlas seems to be the original, or 
earliest existing form of a series of Dutch maps mentioned 
by Asher, to which belongs even the Chartbook of Pieter 
Goos. His statement that Goos’s maps were different 
from and superior to all anterior works of the kind, suffices 
to fix the value of the Atlas of Van Loon.

This is a rare and according to Asher a very important 
set of Charts, so far as the geography of Anglo-America is 
concerned, However, the chief map of those territories is 
identical with the corresponding plate in Van Loon’s Atlas, 
although indeed the two plates which give a general repre- 
sentation of Western America are not the same. 


Donoxker’s (Hendrick) Sea Aruas: Pascaerten, 
a@ collection of 26 large maps, coloured, six of 
which relate specially to America, each 26 


inches by 224, the inscriptions in Dutch, some- 


times Dutch and English, but with a short 
Spanish text prefixed, vellum, from the library 
of the Marquis of Astorga, £10.

An Atlas of the highest importance for the history of 
American Chartography; and yet to all appearance totally 
unknown. Not only are the maps different from all those 
mentioned in Asher’s series (84 in number), but in several 
instances they contain the first mention of towns that are 
now flourishing. Doncker had already engraved the Atlas 
which bears the name of Goos as publisher , but the above 
volume is quite a different work, and of far greater interest. 
Amongst the names of towns which appear here for the 
first time in printed maps, are Salem in Massachusetts, and 
Warwick and Providence in Rhode Island. But many other 
entries will be similarly found to show the character of these 
maps as documents of prime importance. The absence of 
this atlas from the printed lists of Americana that I have 
been able to consult, and especially from the essay of Mr. 
Asher, proye not merely that an exhaustive work on the 
early maps of New Netherland has yet to be written, but 
also the great rarity of the volume. ;
